Talks in Paris 
Are Suspended 

. PARIS. Jan.18 (IHTJ.— The 
four-year-aid weekly peace 
talks were Indefinitely sus- 
pended today and spo k esmen 
hinted they would not be re- 
sumed until after a cease-fire 
—and then not in their pres- 
ent form. 

"We bid you farewell for the 
moment,” UJ5. representative 
Heyward Ish&m told the press 
following today’s 174th ses- 
sion. The four delegations 
agreed that their liaison of- 
ficers would meet to fix the 
date of the next meeting. 

But there Is a belief that 
the delegations here will be 
transformed into commissions 
to help oversee parts of the 
cease-fire agreement, partic- 
ularly the military provisions. 

Technical experts, mean- 
while, met again today and 
will meet tomorrow.

WASHINGTON. Jan. 18 (WP). 
— In new moves to reassert con- 
gressional powers, the Senate 
Democratic Caucus voted 35 to 
one today to narrow the use' of 
executive privilege by administra- 
tion witnesses. At the same time, 
a bipartisan bloc of 58 senators 
introduced legislation limiting the 
President’s powers to wage un- 
declared war. 

And Sen. Cliff cod P. Case. R-- 
Introduced a new version 
of his bill forbidding establish- 
ment of UjS. military bases over- 
seas except by treaty subject to 
Senate approval. 

• A dispute over the Case pro- 
posal killed the foreign aid bill 
last year. Like the war powers 
measure, the Case bill is opposed 
by the administration as an 
undue limitation on presidential' 
powers. 

All three developments today 
were signs of the new determi- 
nation. led by Democrats but 
backed by some Republicans, to 
boost the power of Congress in 
relation to the executive branch. 

The Democratic Caucus resolu- 
tion on executive privilege was 
co-sponsored by Senate Aimed 
Services Committee chaizman 
John S tennis, D., Miss., also one 
of the chief sponsors of today’s 
war-powers bill, and Sen. Gaylord 
Nelson. D„ Wis. 

Under the resolution— which Is 
simply a policy statement by the 
Democrats, though Sen. S tennis 
said' he hoped it would eventually 
be written into the Senate rules 
— any executive branch witness 
summoned to testify by a com- 
mitted would be required to ap- 
pear and answer questions.

China May Pay Interest , Spur West Trade

LONDON, Jan. 18 (WPL— 
China has broken through an- 
other ideological barrier and is 
quietly passing the word that it 
will pay interest— in a disguised 
form— to buy Western plants on 
credit. 

The new policy, it was learned, 
was disclosed by Pal Hsiang-kuo, 
China's minister of foreign trade, 
who ended a five-day visit here 
today. 

He surprised his British hosts 
by telling them that Peking would 
make “deferred payments” for 
heavy equipment instead of con- 
ducting virtually all its trade to 
cash. The "deferred payment" 
amounts to a yearly install- 
ment that would include interest 
charges. 

Minister Pal. it is understood, 
asked officials here to price the 
cost of Industrial plants on the 
assumption that payment would 
be made in installments. The 
interest charge would hot be 
listed separately in order to avoid 
offending Chinese strictures 
against payment for capital. But 


the interest cost will be figured 
in the proposed yearly payments. 

This development is interesting 
on two counts, according to ex- 
perts. It reflects an increased 
flexibility on the part of China 
and another step Peking is mak- 
ing toward normal relations with

Neo-Fascists

POWs Free 
By 60 Days 
After Pact

KEY BISCAYNE, Fla., Jan. 18 
CWPJ.-^The United States and 
North Vietnam came closer to- 
day than ever before to signal- 
ing an end of the long Vietnam 
war by announcing jointly that 
Henry A. Kissinger and Le Due 
Tho would meet Tuesday in Paris 
“for the purpose of completing 
the text of an agreement. 19 

The announcement. which 
White House Press Secretary 
Ron L. Ziegler read to newsmen 
here just before noon and which 
the North Vietnamese released in 
Paris, could mean the end to a 
matter of days of America's in- 
volvement in the longest war in 
tts history. 

Uhder terms of the 80-odd page 
agreement, the fighting will 
stop, at least temporarily, in 
Vietnam, and an Am e rican pris- 
oners of war held to North Viet- 
nam are to be released within 
60 days, with some being releas- 
ed as soon as the agreement is 
initialed. The initialing will be 
followed by a formal signing cere- 
mony later. 

The joint anyip tiiiRpm e nt came 
after Gen. Alexander M. Haig jr., 
vice-chief of staff of the Army 
and formerly Mr. Kissingers 
deputy, had conferred at length 
in Saigon this week with Presi- 
dent Nguyen Van Thieu. 

[In Paris the North Vietnamese 
delegation announced the re- 
sumption of the Kissinger -Tho 
talks in significantly different 
wards from those used by the 
Florida White House, AP re- 
ported.

October Agreement

Mr. Ziegler's reference to “an 
agreement” seemed to stress that 
a break with the October text 
was to be expected. Major parts 
of the October draft vere :cia<'- 
ceptable to the Saigon gr-v em- 
inent.] 

Mr. Ziegler, asked about the 
wording, said, "The intention of 
both is the same. There is no 
substantive difference.” 

Mr. Ziegler said. "We are in- 
terested to ending this war as 
soon as possible and ending it 
through negotiations.” Asked if 
a cease-fire might take effect in 
Indochina prior to completion of 
the peace agreement. Mr. Ziegler 
said, "There has been an awful 
lot of speculation along that line.” 
but added he was not prepared 
to "address that speculation.” 

He fended off all questions 
about the content of the agree- 
ment 

"As we have said.” he added, 
"we have made progress in the 
talks, and we also have an agree- 
ment not to comment until the 
talks are concluded and an agree- 
ment Is reached . . . The objective 
of the negotiations is to stop 
the fighting, end the war and 
restore the peace. This is the 
objective of Dr. Kissinger’s visit 
to Paris.” 

Gen. Haig is to meet again to- 
morrow with Mr. Thieu, following 
meetings in the last 36 hours with 
officials in Cambodia, Laos and 
Thailand, before returning to

Australians Can 
Aid Vietnam Reds 

SYDNEY, Jan. 18 fNYTi. — 
Australia today rescinded a five- 
year-old law prohibiting direct 
material aid to North Vietnam 
and the Viet Cong by Australian 
citizens. 

This move was the latest In a 
series of steps by the new Labor 
government of Prime Minister 
Gough Wbitlam to eradicate the 
last vestiges of the Australian 
involvement as military allies of 
South Vietnam. 

The law had been passed to 
1967 in response to a movement 
by university students to raise 
funds to help the Communist side 
in the war. However, the act 
specified that the ban would be 
lifted when Australian forces 
ceased to be involved in combat 
operations in Vietnam.

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U.S. Urges Russia to Relax 


Travel, Censorship Policy 


HELSINKI, Jan. 18 CUFI).—

"It is our belief that improve- 
ments in contacts and communi- 
cations between peoples of our 
countries will help strengthen 
Europear security and coopera- 
tion,” UJS. Ambassador Val Peter- 
son told the preparatory talks 
here for a European Security 
Conference.

3 Parties Agree 
On Coalition in 
Belgian Crisis 


BRUSSELS. Jan. 18 CUPI).— 
Negotiators of three parties today 
agreed on a program for a new 
coalition that could end an 
eight-week-old government crisis. 

Socialist. Social Christian and 
Liberal party negotiators early 
today formally approved the final 
text of the program on which 
they had tentatively agreed Mon- 
day. 

A palace announcement said 
that King Baudouin received Ed- 
mond Leburton, chai rman of the 
Socialist party, who reported on 
his mission On Dec. 12. the king 
asked Mr. Leburton to try to 
form a government to replace the 
outgoing Social Christian-Social- 
ist cabinet of Premier Gaston 
Eyskens. 


“We, too, are In favor of this,"

ings with Gen. Haig can be re- 
solved without undue delay. " 

Mr. Kissinger, the President’s 
national security adviser for four 
years, and Mr. Tho. a member of 
North Vietnam's Politburo and 
its chief negotiator, first began 
secret talks in Paris in 1969. But 
it was not until last September, 
following Mr. Nixon’s visits to 
Peking and Moscow, that the two 
combatants came even close to 
an understanding. 

Soviet Role Seen 

The Soviet union's role in the 
negotiations Is understood to 
have been a major factor, but the 
details of the Soviet Involvement 
are known only to the President 
and a very few other American 
officials. 

It may. be years before the full 
story of the part the Kremlin 
played in bringing the war to an 
end is known publicly. But a 
major reason far the President's 
visit to Moscow last May was to 
further the cause of a negotiat- 
ed settlement. 

Peking also played a part, but 
it is believed that its participa- 
tion was less important than 
Moscow's. Moscow supplied tho 
bulk of the war materiel to 
North Vietnam, and Moscow was 
seeking by its contribution to the 
war to help not only North Viet- 
nam but to extend its own in- 
fluence In Southeast Asia as a 
check on its archrival, China. 

Just why Moscow’s influence 
was not sufficient to bring about 
a settlement in November and 
December, before Mr. Nixon re- 
sorted to the 12-day bombing of 
North. Vietnam’s heartland, is 
unknown. 

Yet during the world outcry 
against the bombing Soviet lead- 
ers were remarkably restrained 
in their criticism of the Presi- 
dent. and statements by Premier 
Alexei Kosygin and party Chair- 
man Leonid Brezhnev hinted 
that behind-the-scenes negotia- 
tions would produce results. 

Mr. Kissinger left Paris last 
Saturday and flew to Key Bis-, 
cayne to report to the President.

. on Imports of No. 2 heating oil 
through April SO, an edict that 
set high® quotas for imports of 
crude oil in 1973. 

For states east of the Rocky 
Mountains, the President author- 
ized Imports of crude ofl, un- 
finished oils and finished pro- 
ducts at a rate of 2.7-million bar- 
rels a day. The celling last year 
was 1,785,000 barrels a day. 

The New Level ' 

The new level included an in- 
crease of 93,000 barrels a day in 
Canadian crude oil, bringing 
those imports to 675,000 barrels 
a day. 

For the West Coast, the 1973 
quota was set at 800,000 barrels 
a day, up from 717,000 in 1972.

Largest U.S. Mass-Murder Case 

Corona Guilty in the Slaying 
Of 25 Calif. Farm Workers 


FAIRFIELD. Calif., Jan. 18 
<AP). — Juan Corona, 38. a Mexi- 
can who worked in Sutter County 
as a farm-labor contractor, was 
today found guilty of the biggest 
mass murder tn U. S. history — 
the slaying of 25 migrant workers 
whose- bodies were found in 
shallow graves near Yuba City 
in 1971. 

Deliberated 46 Hours 

Corona was found guilty by the 
jury of 10 men and 2 women 
aft® the panel had deliberated 
more than 46 hours over eight 
days. 

Corona's wife. Gloria, clasped 
her hands as the verdict was 
read, but she -held back tears 
through most of the reading ul 
25 charges and v®dict& 

Corona sat beside his attor- 
ney. Richard Hawk, and was out- 
wardly expressionless. But lie 
gripped tightly the counsel table 
while glancing only briefly at the 
jury during the 28 minutes it 
took to read the verdicts. 

The jury notified the court at 
10:50 a.m. that it had reached 
a v®dlct but It was one hour 
and 48 minutes later that the 
final count against the labor 
contractor was recorded by the 
tribunal's cl®k.

Staffs of Mental Hospitals Fail Sanity Test 


STANFORD. Calif, Jan. 18 
(AP*.— Who’s sane? Who's In- 
sane? 

The psyclilatrlsts and staffs 
of mental hospitals cannot be 
trusted to tell the difference, 
said Prof. David Rosenhan, a 
Stanford University psychol- 
ogist. Prof. Rosenhan said 
that be and seven oth® sane 
Investigators arranged as a test 
to be admitted as schizophrenic 
patients in 12 different mental 
hospitals, yet none of the eight 
was found to be sane by hos- 
pital professionals. 

But Prof. Rosenhan said that 
it was “quite common" for 
psychiatric patients to correct- 
ly identify the lmpost®s. 

“The fact that patients often 
recognized normality when staff 
did not raised Important ques- 
tions." Prof. Rosenhan said. 

Prof. Rosenhan reported on 
the findings of the study in an 
article in the Jan. 19 Issue of 
Science magazine. 

Prof. Rosenhan said that he 
and his seven colleagues even- 
tually were released es "schizo- 
phrenics in remission." despite 
their best efforts to convince 
, the hospital staff of their sani- 
I ty. 


“We now know that we can- 
not distin guish insani ty from 
sanity," Prof. Rosenhan declar- 
ed. 

“We continue to label pa- 
tients ’schizophrenic.' 'manic- 
depressive' and “Insane’ as if In 
those words we had captured 
the essence of understanding," 
he wrote. 

“The facts of the matter are 
that we have known for a long 
time that our diagnoses often 
are not useful or reliable, but 
we have nevertheless continued 
to use them." 

Prof. Rosenhan, who also 
teaches law at Stanford, said 
that he and the oth® pseudo- 
patients were shocked and hor- 
rified by their experiences. 

But. he said, the; did not 
blame the hospital staffs. 

“By and large, they were well 
intentioned people, and in no 
way do we want . to malign 
them,” he said. 

Special Environment 

“The hospital itself imposes 
a special environment in which 
the meanings of behavior can 
easily be misunderstood. It Is 
clear that we cannot distinguish 
the sane from the insane in 
psychiatric hospitals. - '

He contended at the trial that he 
had been framed because the 
South Carolina law-enforcement 
officers w®e “out to get him” 
for civil rights activities. 

In 193L in a District of 
Columbia case, Chi® Justice 
Charles Evans Hughes reversed 
the murder conviction of a black 
def endan t in the slaying of a 
white policeman because the 
judge had not screened jurors for 
racial prejudice. That decision 
was based on “fairness" rather 
then constitutional principles, 
howev®. and did not extend to 
state courts.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18 IWP*. 
—The Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration announced yesterday 
what it called the most compre- 
hensive and far-reaching changes 
in food labeling regulations “since 
food labeling began.” 

Und® the changes, made pub- 
lic by Commission® Chari® Ed- 
wards, full nutritional labeling is 
mandatory on any product for 
which a nutritional claim is made 
in the labeling or advertising and 
unusual nutritional or therapeutic 
c laims for health or organic foods 
and dietary supplements are pro- 
hibited. 

Mr. Edwards said he thought 
between 76 and SO p®cent of food 
products would be affected. 

When a manufacturer makes 
any type of nutritional claim, such 
as “low-calorie” or "rich In 
Vitamin C,” he must then list the 
serving size, servings per contain- 
er, caloric content, protein, 
carbohydrate and fat content, 
and percentage of recommended 
dally allowances of protein, 
vitamins and minerals. 

This regulation Is specifically 
aimed at products like juice 
drinks which claim to be good 
sources ot Vitamin C yet con- 
tain little else besides calories. 

Labeling to show a product’s 
content of cholesterol and falty 
acids also will be permitted. By 
Including these items, the govern- 
ment agency tacitly acknowledged 
a growing public concern that 
cholesterol and fatty acids may 
contribute to poor health or even 
heart disease. 

Mast organic and health-food 
manufacturers will be affected by 
the new regulations, which repre- 
sent the culmination of a 10-year 
feud between the government and 
the “food faddists,” as one gov- 
ernment co mmiss ion® called 
them. In answer to a reporter’s 
question, Mr. Edwards called this 
a “crackdown” on the manu- 
facturers.

nonprescription drug, subject to 
review of its safety and useful- 
ness. 

Another Important segment of 
the food industry likely to be af- 
fected is breakfast c®eals. Under 
the new regulations, they may 
contain no more than 50 p®cent 
of the recommended daily allow- 
ances (some boast of having^OO 
percent) unless they are classified 
as dietary supplements. This will 
effectively put an end to the 
•' fortification race” in which each 
brand was trying to outdo the 
otb® with more vitamins and 
minerals. 

In the next six months the 
government expects to publish 
more regulations. Including when 
a manu facturer can make a low- 
calorie claim for a product and 
recommended amounts of nutri- 
ents in main dish es, cereals and 
liquid diet foods. 

27 of 30 Resign 
From Commission 
On Mafia in Italy 

ROME. Jan. 18 cUPI).— ' Twenty- 
seven of 30 members of a par- 
liamentary commission cm Mafia 
activities resigned tonight rath® 
than serve with a man whom 
they had investigated previously. 

The resignations represented 
the biggest upset in the history 
of the commission, which has in- 
vestigated the activities of the 
Sicilian underworld without much 
result for the last 10 years. 

Sen. Luigi Carraro. a Christian 
Democrat and the commission's 
chairman, said that Christian 
Democratic. Communist. Socialist 
and Republican members resigned 
jobs, leaving two neo-Fasclsts and 
one Social Democrat in office. 
He said that he. too. was resigning 
and be asked leaders of the 
Chamber of Deputies and Senate 
to select a new commission. 

The 27 members resigned to j 
protest the appointment to the ; 
commission last year of Giovanni 
Matta. Christian Democratic dep- 
uty. who was once questioned In 
his capacity as urban pla nnin g 
commission® of the Sicilian cap- 
ital of Palermo. The Palermo city 
administration has been accused 
of being a Mafia power cent®.

39,000 Farms

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The Strange Inaugural 


Preparations for the second formal in- 
duction of Richard M- Nixon Into the White 
House have proceeded much aj usu^l — con- 
certs, halls, souvenirs and delicate attentions 
to those who helped re-elect him If any- 
thing. the second Nixon inaugural will be 
more elaborate, more costly than these func- 
tions have been. Yet when the oath of office 
Is administered to Mr. Nixon on Saturday. 
It will be under circ ums tances unique In the 
history of the presidency. 

Men have seen their successors Inaugurat- 
ed with a bitter awareness that their own 
electoral triumphs were being eclipsed by a 
new star. President Johnson, for example, 
just four years ago, must have had memories 
of his smashing victory of 1954, the victory 
that had turned to ashes when he watched 
Richard M. Nixcn take his place. But how 
many Presidents have seen such a change 
In their own public image, their own grip 
on events, in the brief weeks between Elec- 
tion Day and Inauguration Day as Richard 
Nixon? 

Forty-nine states gave him their electoral 
votes on Nov. 7. It was no secret that nearly 
every foreign government, including those 
once hostile to the United States, wanted to 
see him re-elected. His progresses to Pelting 
and Moscow had revolutionized American 
foreign policy, and he seemed on the very 
verge of completing a peace, or at least an 
end to open war and American participa- 
tion in It. in Indochina. A Democratic Con- 
gress was elected with him. but could it 
withstand such towering prestige? There was 
discontent in the land, but his economic 
politics had at least checked inflation, and 
started industry, agriculture and labor toward 
full production and fuller employment. 


Then the Paris talks broke off — and the 
President ordered Intensive bombing in the 
populated centers of North Vietnam. An d, 
at a stroke, the United States became more 
isolated from friends and foes than at al- 
most any time in its history. There was a 
revulsion, even among those who had sup- 
ported him for the presidency, at home, and 
Congress took on a new determination to 
curb presidential powers. Anti-war protesters 
organized to demonstrate at his inaugural. 
There are shadows of revived suspicion over 
the introduction of Phase 3 of the Nixon 
economic policy; renewed sharpness over the 
Watergate affair; attacks upon his reorga- 
nization of his administration ; fears among 
the media of news and opinion. 

True, there Is hope again of a settle- 
ment of some kind in Southeast- Asia. True, 
the economy Is vigorous. President Nixon 
still has it within his power to make his 
second term productive, to realize tha 
promises that seemed to surround his re- 
election. But he has made that work much 
harder. Four years ago. he announced. In 
effect that he would try to bind up the 
wounds of a nation lacerated by the turmoil 
of the 1980s. On Saturday, he must try to 
bind up the wounds he inflicted in the last 
terrible months in Vietnam, and to restore 
the badly battered national morale that 
resulted from that offense. The country that 
elected him, the peoples who applauded him, 
such a short time ago. can only pray that 
he will do so. as the Nixon of November 
stands in the shadows, and the Nixon of 
January swears that he “will faithfully 
execute the office of President of the United 
States." 


Dark Days 

Wednesday was another dark day for 
freedom in Asia as President Ferdinand E. 
Marcos extended martial rule indefinitely 
while proclaiming a new constitution— one 
which, even if it is eventually invoked, would 
give him sweeping new powers. Mr. Marcos's 
resort to obviously rigged citizens’ assemblies 
to gain a figleaf of public approval for his 
Draconian measures, instead of the plebiscite 
he originally promised, is a clear indication 
that his descent into tyranny does not enjoy 
the near-universal acceptance that he has 
claimed. 

Such support may still be forthcoming if 
the regime speedily implements the sweep- 
ing reforms Mr. Marcos pledged when he 
first seized arbitrary power last September 
and if there la early headway toward a return 
to constitutional processes. The gloomier 
prospect, however. Is that authoritarian rule, 
once firmly established, will grow progres- 
sively more repressive and corrupt, alienat- 
ing the more moderate elements In Filipino 
society and driving them into the arms of 


in Manila 

the extremist groups that Mr. Marcos has 
vowed to stamp out. 

There is real danger that the Philippines, 
thus polarized, will go the way of Vietnam 
and erupt into civil strife in a country Ideally 
suit 2 d for guerrilla warfare. Washington so 
far has preserved an embarrassed silence 
about these depressing developments in the 
former American colony. The United States 
cannot and should not try to intervene to 
restore freedoms that only the Filipino 
people can claim and uphold for themselves. 
Out of consideration for the freedom it 
bequeathed to the Philippines in 1946 and for 
Its own larger interests, however, this coun- 
try must not allow itself to become identified 
with the Marcos tyranny, regardless of 
pr offered favors tor American economic and 
military interests In the island republic. 

Any American assistance for the Philip- 
pines henceforth should be clearly tied to 
effective reforms and contingent upon the 
progressive restoration of democratic institu- 
tions.

Egypt TelVs Murderers 

In November. 1971, four young terrorists 
ran up to Mr. Wasfi Tell, prime minister of 
Jordan, as. unarmed and unprotected, he 
■was entering a Cairo hotel. They emptied 
their revolvers into his body. While he lay 
■dying, one of the half-crazed thugs drank 
the blood oozing from the bullet wounds. 

The killers were immediately arrested. But 
■What has happened to them since? 

The Incredible truth is that they have 
not been punished in any way. They have 
not experienced even the rigors of prison. 
Instead, they have been royally entertained 
as the guests of the Egyptian government. 
And now it is reported that, be?ause the 
Egyptians do not wish to offend the guer- 
rilla movement, they are to be released and 
sent home to a triumphal welcome from 
their supporters in the refugee camps of 
Lebanon. 

When an elected government can behave 
in such a shameful, cowardly way. is it any 
wonder that the violence of the hijacker and 
the terrorist should haunt and torment the 
world?

Thorny Issue 

The war-claims Issue has long 
been one of the thorniest legal 
problems of the Cold War era. 
Under the 1945 Potsdam Agree- 
ment. the Soviet 2one of Occupa- 
tion In Germany (later to become 
East Germany \ was to pay rep- 
arations to the Soviet Union and 
Poland, while the Western sectors 
mow West Germany) were to 
compensate the countries of the 
West. 

In 1953, after the breakdown 
of the Potsdam accords, most 
Western nations gave up their 
reparations claims against West 
Germany, pending a final peace 
settlement with Germany as a 
whole. Nevertheless, Bonn over 
the years has paid oat approxi- 
mately $12 billion In individual 
and other war-related claims. 

On the other side. East Ger- 
many made substantial repara- 
tions payments to Moscow, the 
only one of the four wartime 
powers to demand payment from 
defeated Germany. The East 
Germans also paid some com- 
pensation to Yugoslavs used as 
forced labor by the Nazis. 

Despite these precedents. East 
Germany quickly adopted the 
position that it is a totally new 
state rather than a successor to 
Hitlers Reich. Therefore, the 
East Germans argue, they bear 
no responsibility for deeds com- 
mitted in Germany's name prior 
to East Germany's creation in 
1949. 

Any war -related claims, they 
add. should be directed to West 
Germany. Unlike the East Ger- 
mans, Bonn has always regarded 
Itself as the governmental con- 
tinuation of the German nation 
and. until recently, claimed that 
it was the only true German 
state. 

Now. the situation has been 
complicated by the recent basic 
treaty that provides for a new 
relationship between the two Ger- 
many's. It is the treaty, with Its 
recognition that the two states 
are autonomous, that has opened 
the way for recognition of East 
Germany by Bonn’s allies in the 
West. 

Tiro Nations 

Eut its acceptance of two sep- 
arate nations on German soil 
also implies that there are now 
two successor states to the Reich 
under international law. That, 
In the Western view, establishes 
a basis for claims against East 
Germany relating to the Nazi 
era.

DONN. — While East Germany's

East Germany has tend- 
ed to dismiss most of these claims 
as unjustified. But the signs are 
that the Western governments 
aren’t buying this argument and 
that East Germany will have to 
make some kind of settlement as 
the price for widespread recogni- 
tion. 

The alleged debts fall into two 
broad categories: claims for war 
damages and crimes committed 
by the Nazis under the Third 
Reich, and compensation far for- 
eign -owned property expropriated 
by the Communists after the war. 


ration of American-owned busi- 
nesses. factories and funds. How- 
ever, there is also the question 
of property compensation claims 
on behalf of former German Jews 
who were forced to flee Germany 
under the Nads and who later 
became American citizens. 

The United States is also one

Israeli Claims 

Another potentially interesting 
problem involves Israel, which 
will be seeking compensation on 
behalf of thousands of German 
and other European Jews perse- 
cuted by the Nazis. 

The East Germans have curtly 
rejected the Idea of reparations 
to Israel on the grounds that 
the Jewish state didn’t exist at 
the time of World War H and 
is therefore not entitled to speak 
on behalf of war victims. In fact. 
East Germany's ardent cham- 
pioning of the Arab cause in the 
Middle East conflict will almost 
certainly cause it to spurn the 
idea of diplomatic relations with 
Israel. 


However, the Israelis have 
made clear that they won’t be 
easily put off. Israeli experts 
are quietly trying to assess the 
extent of the financial claims 
that Israel as a state might level 
against East Berlin and are also 
accumulating evidence about for- 
mer Nazis in East Germany . to 
refute the Honecker regime’s 
claim that it totally purged 
the country of Fascist elements. 

The Israelis have also served 
notice that they will ask ap- 
proximately 20 “friendly" govern- 
ments. which are expected to 
have relations with the East Ger- 
mans in the near future, to

Within recent days, there al- 
ready have been calls from Poland 
for West German compensation 
to former Polish prisoners of war 
and resistance fighters. Now, 
'with all of the Western demands 
against East Germany, Bonn Is 
nervously - expecting increased 
pressure from Nazi victims in 
the East. 

The West German government 
would like, to -reestablish the old 
Potsdam principle that, in gen- 
eral, claims by. Western countries 
should be handled by Bonn, and 
those from E astern Europe ad- 
dressed to East Germany. 

Some officials here even think 
that Bonn and East Berlin should 
actively cooperate in working out 
a joint stance toward reparations 
claims. If that'Bappens, it would 
mark that instance, in Eu- 
rope's postwar history where the 
two Germany* found themselves 
on the same side of an Interna- - 
tional argument,. 


In all its wars, declared and • 
undeclared (and the list is far ; 
longer than most Americans > 
realize), the United States has 
never before been caught up in .

Franklin Roosevelt wanted to get 
the former Indochinese colony ■’ 
out of French hands the moment , 
Japan could he defeated, even , 
accepting the idea of turning it .

Kai-shek’s Nationalist China. ! 

President Eisenhower allowed j 
.John Foster Dulles to help 
France in its effort to smash Ho ’ 
Chi Mlnb’s movement (then 
called Viet Mlnh). He permitted 
Dulles first to. refuse the 
Anglo-French concept of a South- 
east Asia alliance and then , to 
promote it— as soon as the armies 
of Bri tain and France had be- 
come demonstrably powerless. 

The Geneva “settlement” of 
1954 was more or lees ignored 
by Dulles. He quit the confer- 1 
ence before Its. end and; after 
refusing to initial its terminal \ 
accord, only allowed the United 
States to sign a letter , indicating 
agreement. . 

But, just as Washington had j 
taken over Britain’s burden of 
sharing up Greek defenses against 
a Communist insurrection, Wash- 
ington less successfully and more 
gradually tried to substitute for 
France’s -departed resistance 
against a Vietnamese Communist 
insurrection heavily tinged with 

John F. Kennedy’s admjnistra- , 
tion souped up the U.S. com- j 
mitment. Lyndon' Johnson moved i 
It to a maximum, but did not£ 
achieve victory.

In your Letters GHT Dec. 16- 
17>. Robert Katz writes on the 
Boimaxm case that it Is now 
Impossible to carry out the 
capital sentence Imposed In 
Oct, 1946. by the International 
Military Tribunal at Nuremberg 
upon Martin Bormann in absen- 
tia, because this tribunal, which 
is “the only authority legally 
empowered to carry out the sen- 
tence”, no longer exists. 

This information is wrong. 
The International Military Tri- 
bunal lost jurisdiction over all 
its cases the moment its sen- 
tences were read In court; lawyers 
for all 12 capitally condemned 
war criminals them filed appeals 
with the Allied Control Com- 
mission lor either reversal of 
conviction, for clemency, or for 
change in the method of execu- 
tion. These appeals were turned 
down within a matter of days 
and the death sentences which 
could be carried out were admin- 
istered two weeks later on OcL 
10, 1946. not under the author- 
ity of the already then defunct 
International Military Tribunal 
but under that of the Allied 
Control Commission. 

I want to tell Air. Katz that 
this commission is alive and well, 
though considerably shrunken, 
in Berlin, and continues to carry 
out the sentence of life Imprison- 
ment being served by Hitler’s 
other deputy. Rudolf Hess, in 
Spandau Prison. 

This being so. If Martin Bor- 
mann is captured and brought 
to Germany. It will not be to the 
German federal authorities but 
to the four-power Allied commis- 
sion is Berlin, which to this day 
remains the first legal claimant 
to a recovered Bormann. The

From what we know about 
mass imprisonment'', tortures, 
executions, tiger cages, rural “re- 
location” and “pacification” pro- 
grams. “Phoenix” operations and 
the like, the result Is indispu- 
table: While the other side has 
not exactly acted like a group of 
pacifists, and could hardly be 
expected to have done so. its own 
violence has been modest along- 
side that of the South Vietnamese 
regimes, even if we take at face 
value ail the (unsupported) 
statistics on Communist “terror" 
published by Saigon and Wash- 
ington. 

Let Sulzberger, Crawford and 
company continue tr* illustrate 
how Ideology and nationalism 
can triumph over clear thinking 
and common sense. Ibr tha rest 
of us, any time a foreign inter- 
loper intervenes in somebody 
elsc’s fight, and does so with 
disproportionate an; virtually 
indiscriminate violence, he must 
be branded an aggre r sor and po- 
tential war criminal.

Central London 
Gets Truck Ban

HELSINKI. Jan. 18.— The Fin- 
nish parliament voted early today 
to extend President Urho Kek- 
koDeu’s term of office by four 
years, averting a crisis with the 
Russians and possibly paving the 
way for close Finnish ties to the 
expanded Common Market. 

By a margin of six votes. Fin- 
land was spared a political crisis 
which almost certainly would 
have had grave repercussions on 
the whole field of East-West rela- 
tions. 

Mr. Kekkonen. 72. will serve 
an unprecedented 22 years as 
president, provided .that he sur- 
vives to the end of his new term 
in 1978. 

An overwhelming majority of 
the 200 parliamentary deputies 
favored Mr. Kekkonen staying on, 
but because the legislation to ex- 
tend his third term beyond 1974 
was classified as urgent, five- 
sixths of the deputies bad to 
epprove. 

This meant that 34 negative 
votes could have killed the bill 
and thrown the country into 
hopeless political confusion. No 
one here has any reasonable 
alternative to Mr. Kekkoneu's re- 
maining in office. 

After more than 14 hours of 
debate. Mr. Kekkonen received 
170 votes to 28 against. 

EEC Fact an Issue 


With the old man finally com- 
mitted, urgent legislation was In- 
troduced in parliament this past 
weekend. Debate began Im- 
mediately. went on through Sat- 
urday night to 3 ajn. Sunday, 
and resumed again Sunday night. 

Parliamentary veterans were 
predicting the outcome would 
turn on one or two votes, but in 
the end, the expedient solution 
found more than enough support.

The crisis involved Finland's 
future direction In more ways 
than one. Finland needs a tariff- 
free agreement with the Common 
Market on industrial goods for 
its economic survival. But be- 
cause of Soviet threats, an agreed 
pact has remained unsigned. 

Mr. Kekkonen won reluctant 
Russian acceptance of the Com- 
mon Market agreement only after 
he promised to stay in office to 
make sure it does not pull Fin- 
land away from its traditional 
neutrality and into a closer rela- 
tionship with Western Europe. He 
also promised to open negotia- 
tions with Comecon. the Com- 
munist version of the Common 
Market, to achieve a cosmetic 
balance. 

The vote climaxed a year of 
uncertainty in which the presi- 
dent played cat and mouse with 
the country's harassed politicians, 
first promising to stay on, then 
refusing, then becoming positive 
again. 

The crisis was a classic exam- 
ple of Finland's fragile neutrality 
and political dependency on So- 
viet goodwill. The Finns resent 
the term “Finlandization," mean- 
ing neutrality leaning heavily 
towards the Soviet Union, but 
events here in recent months, 
climaxed by the parliamentary 
debate and the vote here today, 
showed that Finnish, neutrality 
is indeed unique. 

The problem began back in 
1968. after Mr. Kekkonen was 
elected to his third six-year terra 
despite a fairly ugly campaign 
waged by his opponent then and 
now. Rural party chairman Veik- 
ko Vennamo. Then 68 years old, 
Mr. Kekkonen said be would not 
be a candidate again, although 
he left the way open for a draft. 

Nine Political Parties 

Last year, political leaders of 
most major parties — there are 
ni n e in parliament — began worry- 
ing about the 1974 presidential 
elections. It was a short step to 
the consensus that Mr. Kekkonen 
was the only candidate who would 
be acceptable to the Russians. 

Although an old Center party 
man himself. Mr. Kekkonen had 
won the confidence of Soviet 
leaders through frequent visits 
there — more t h an 20 In 18 years 
of office, including four last year 
alone — and by practicing strict 
neutrality in foreign policy. The 
Communists here could never 
win over the Conservatives; the 
Social Democratic party is just 
emerging from a long and bitter 
cold war with the Russians, and 
neither could field a likely can- 
didate. 

The situation was aggravated 
by the sensational success of Mr. 
Vennazno's Rural party in the 
last parliamentary elections, when 
it increased Its representation 
■ from one to 18 seats (lb has since 
split and is back down to six*. 
The Russians view Mr. Vennamo 
as an only slightly veiled fascist. 

This threat plus pressure from 
many political leaders caused Mr. 
Kekkonen to reconsider his deci- 
sion not to run. In April, he 
said he was available, but only 
if tbe majority of the people 
wanted him and he did not have 
to campaign. 

Panic followed an article in a 
Swedish newspaper saying that 
Soviet leaders had warned Mr. 
Kekkonen that Finland's propos- 
ed agreement with the Common 
Market could be dama g i n g to 
Finnish -Soviet relations. 

The article was never denied: 
The Foreign Ministry here called 
It “misleading” and Mr. Kekkonen 
assured the Russians that no 
undermining would go on as long 
as he remained president, after 
first considering his immediate 
resignation because of feared 
Soviet displeasure. 

Then S4 prominent Finnish 
figures appealed to Mr. Kekkonen 
to respect the constitution. They 
included the president of the 
Finnish-Soviet Friendship Society, 
who thus seemed to be golxig 
against Soviet wishes. 

On Dec. 14, Mr. Kekkonen said 
he was not available any more, 
and a new panic set in. On 
Jan. 9, leaders of the seven big- 
gest parties appealed to him to 
change his mind. After another 
trip to Moscow, where the Rus- 
sians told him they still liked 
him, Mr. Kekkonen agreed, but 
only for an extra four years.

Constitution Proclaimed 

MANILA. Jan. 18 fAP'.— Presi- 
dent Marcos said today that he 
is certain that the people will 
have a secure and happy future, 
“guided by God's awesome grace 
and the light” of the new British - 
style parliamentary constitu- 
tion. ' 

The 55-year-old chief executive, 
in a presidential statement Issued 
by a spokesman, also proclaimed 
ratification of the new charter 
following a six-day nationwide 
referendum In which the gov- 
ernment claimed that the people 
overwhelmingly favored it. 

The voting was conducted in 
about 32.000 citizens' assemblies 
where those attending raised 
their hands to indicate that they 
favored Mr. Marcos's martial- 
law policies and their con- 
tinuance. 

Opposition leaders, headed by 
former Sen- Lorenzo Tanada, 
branded the referendum un- 
constitutional and. therefore, in- 
valid on the grounds that only 
a secret ballot could provide an 
honest indication on the will 
of the people. 


NEW YORK. Jan. 18 fAP).— 
Secretary' ot State William P. 
Rogers Insisted yesterday that a 
two-and-a-hall -year-old Amer- 
ican plan to reopen the Suez 
Canal remains the most realistic 
approach to obtaining a perma- 
nent Mideast peace. 

Although Mr. Rogers made no 
direct reference to pronouncements 
last week by Egyptian Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat, pronounce- 
ments that apparently ruled 
out the T7J5. proposal, tbe sec- 
retary's statement was the first 
high-level American declaration 
on tbe Mideast since then. 

Mr. Rogers, speaking at a New 
York dinner honoring departing 
Israeli Ambassador Yitzhak Ra- 
bin. said that 1973 is “a favorable 
tune for negotiations.” 

He said that the American 
proposal would be but “a first de- 
cisive step” to reaching the final 
settlement of the Arab-Isr&eli 
conflict. 

President Sadat said on Jan. 8 
that be had given up all interest 
in the American proposal. “I 
have reached the limit of my pa- 
tience,” Mr. Sadat said, adding 
that he thought the United 
States was too closely allied with 
Israel. 

■WSlingness to Look' 

■ Mr. Rogers stated yesterday 
that the opening of negotiations 
between the Arabs and Israelis 
“docs not require changes in ob- 
jectives or policies.” 

“Negotiations only require a 
willingness to look for solutions 
and to seriously and thoughtfully 
consider possibilities oi mutual 
a ceomjn odation 

The secretary said that the four 
years of American foreign policy 
under the direction of President 
Nixon had led to serious negotia- 
tions between long-time adver- 
saries. He cited as examples im- 
proving relations between the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union as well as those between 
tbe United States and China.

A papal document issued today 
assembles reforms already in 
effect for several years. 

Although the rite, known as the 
“anointing of the sack,” is still 
Intended mainly for those in 
danger of death, it can be prac- 
ticed more than once on the 
same person or even on large 
groups of persons, such as 
pilgrims.

13 in Greece 
Go on Trial in

ATHENS. Jan. 18 fUFl'i. — 
Greece brought 13 persons be- 
fore a court-martial today charg- 
ed with planning to kidnap for- 
eign diplomats, hijack airliners 
and free the would-be assassin 
of Premier George Papadopoulos. 

Twelve of tbe 13 pleaded not 
guilty to the charges and one 
defendant shouted out during 
prosecution, testimony that he hod 
been tortured after his arrest. 

The trial before a five-member 
military tribunal opened in a 
small courtroom on the sixth 
floor of the military justice build- 
ing with the proceedings being 
observed by five foreign legal 
experts on behalf of the Inter- 
national Human Rights Organ- 
ization. 

However, one Italian observer, 
Fabriccio Carbone, was expelled 
tram. Greece yesterday because 
of what court sources said was 
his “close relationship with Sta- 
this Panaghoulis.” one of the 
defendants. 

The group are specifically 
charged with trying to free 
Alexandras Panaghoulis, brother 
of Stathis. who was condemned 
to death in 1968 for trying to 
assassinate Mr. Papadopoulos. 
They are also accused of plotting 
to kidnap ambassadors, including 
UJS. Ambassador Henry J. Tasca, 
and to hijack airliners. 

The maximum penalty each 
could face on the charges is five 
years in prison.

6 Common Bible 5 Published in England 


! Approved by All Christian Churches 


LONDON; Jan. 18 TOFU.— For 
the first time In centuries, Eng- 
lish-speaking Christians today 
got a Bible they can all use. 

A "Common Bible” sanction- 
ed by all faiths was published in 
Britain by Collins. It will be pub- 
lished In the United States at 
Easter. 


Apocrypha. Protestants historic- 
ally have contended these were 
not part of the Bible proper, but 
Roman Catholics have upheld 
their authority and have included 
them. 


Not since Martin Luther nailed 
his 95 theses to the door of Wit- 
tenberg Castle Church in 1517, 
the publishers noted, have Roman 
Catholics, the Protestant faiths 
and Orthodox denominations had 
a Bible text agreed upon by alL 
"The Revised Standard Version 
Common Bible,” however, has 
been praised by virtually all lead- 
ers of Christian faiths. 

Included in the "Common 
Bible" are the 12 books of the 


The EUng James version (1611) 
of the Bible has been called "the 
noblest monument of English 
prose,” and later revisers care- 
fully have preserved its lan- 
guage wherever possible. "Revised 
Standard Version” Bibles, separ- 
ate for Protestants and Catholics, 
have been developed and stan- 
dardized over the last century. 

The "Common Bible" combines 
these. Its preface says that it 
"seeks to preserve all that is best 
in the English Bible as it has 
been known and used through the 
yearo.”

VW to Introduce Neio Model 

Volks wa gen werk plans to introduce a new 
medium-range compact car Inter' this year. At 
present known by its project name of EA 400 
the car will make its debut at the Frankfurt 
Motor Show in September, it will have a sloping 
back; be offered as a two or four-door model and 
have three engine options. Like the Audi mcdels 
at present produced by VW subsidiary Audi NSu, 
It will be powered by a water-cooled engine driv- 
ing the front wheels. Volkswagen say? the car 
is not intended as a replacement for the air- 
cooled res r-engined Beetle models. It . will be the 
first of a new range benefiting from a wide Inter- 
changeability of parts.

Bank,' has established a wftoLiy- 
owned merchant hank in London to head the 
expansion of the company's international activ- 
ities. The new subsidiary. Citicorp International 
Bank Ltd. will specialize In syndicated Eurocur- 
rency loans, management and underwriting of 
international securities issues and corporate fi- 
nance. Its services, officials said, are tailored to 
meet the requirements of governments, govern- 
ment agencies and multinational companies hi the 
International money and capital markets. 

ICC Norsk Hydro Discuss Cracker 

Imperial Chemical Industries and Norsk Hydro. 
Norway's biggest industrial combine, are discuss- 
ing the possibility of jointly building a big petro- 
chemical cracking plant at Teesside. northeast 
England. The cracker which would be one of the 
biggest in the world, and the plant Itself 
would cost about £127 million. Norsk Hydro is 
studying the possibility of processing, condensate 


from the EkoUsk field in the North Sea into 
ethylene at Teesslde. The idea is to transport 
ethylene back to Norway where H would serve as 
raw materia] for a petro-chemical industry there. 
Norway's parliament is expected to decide early 
next month on where oil Irom the Ekofisk field 
should be landed, but there Is speculation that 
Teesside will be chosen. 

Tokyo Mart May Suspend Sankyo 

The Tokyo Stock Exchange ts studying the 
question whether to suspend trading in Sankyo 
Co-’s stock because its financial statement has 
been found deceptive. The exchange says the 
drug maker had reported uuduly smalt profits 
despite the large profits actually obtained iu the 
period between 195' and 1867. setting aside 3.4 
billion yen c si l million ». Sankyo said it 
had no intention of building up "hidden reserves" 
but that it needed a large amount of "internal 
reserres" to meet development costs of new drugs 
and the reorganization of its sales- network. ^ 

Japan to Study Siberia Investment 

Japan's Ministry of International Trade and 
Industry will form a joint organ with private 
business interests to study what role Japan can 
play in pious by the Soviet Union to develop 
oil and natural gas icsources in Siberia.

U.S. Monopoly

U.S. Official 
Warns Japan 
Over Trade 

Protectionist Reaction 
By Congress Predicted

TOKYO. Jan. 18 (WP«.-U5. 
Ambassador Robert Ingersoll 
warned today that Japan and 
the United States must reverse 
the trend of their continually- 
growing trade Imbalance within 
the next two or three months or 
face a serious protectionist reac- 
tion in the United States. 

While expressing optimism that 
the problem can be solved. Mr. 
Ingersoll painted a dire picture 
of the consequences of failure — 
including UB. protectionist mea- 
sures imposed by Congress, re- 
taliation by Japan and other 
trading nations and a resulting 
trade crisis with political as well 
as economic consequences on a 
major sca le. 

Mr. Ingersoll 's undisguised sense 
of urgency was expressod in an 
unusual open press conference at- 
tended by 70 reporters, most of 
them representatives of Japanese 
news media. The fact that he 
expressed these views less than 
a week after returning from con- 
sultations in Washington will no 
doubt heighten their impact here. 

The warning confirms the re- 
port. well -publicized here in recent 
days, of the Japanese ambassador 
to Washington. Ncbuhiko Ushiba. 
Home lor consul tatic ns last week, 
he urged the government to take 
additional trade and investment 
liberalization steps or face heavy 
pressures from trade protection- 
ists in Congress. 

Japan has taken a number of 
steps in recent weeks calculated 
to diminish its growing trade sur- 
plus. including a highly expan- 
sionary national budget plan, ex- 
port restrictions and reduced 
tariffs on a large number of Im- 
ports. 

Further steps are anticipated 
soon, including liberalization of 
restrictions on foreign -o w n e d 
firms In Japan and additional 
tariff reductions. And Prime Min- 
ister Kakuei Tanaka is reliably 
reported to have ordered a new 
government study of a possible 
surcharge to be levied on Japa- 
nese export products to make 
them more expensive abroad. 

Making the point that the 
United States as well as Japan 
bears a responsibility for the 
growing trade imbalance over the 
past three years.

U.S. Charges Plot by Detroit Big 3 


DETROIT, Jan. 18 CAP-DJ*.— 
The federal governments anti- 
trust suit against General Motors 
and Ford Motor is backed by 
charges that top executives of 
Detroit’s Big Three auto makers 
held a series of summit meetings 
to fix their prices and work nut 
a “mutual assistance pact.” it was 
disclosed yesterday. 

The accusation is contained in 
a 340-page “bill of particulars'* 
that elaborates the Justice De- 
partment's anti-trust suit charg- 
ing GM and Ford with conspiracy 
to end special discounts to big 
fleet buyers. 

Chrysler, whose executives are 
alleged to have taken part in the 
meetings, is not a defendant in 
the suit. 

The government said some of 
the alleged meetings were secret, 
others were not. It also said the 
alleged conspiracy also relied on 
intermediaries, including the -Na- 
tional Automobile Dealers "Asso- 
ciation, the major car rental con-

cems. a big Chicago auto dealer 
and a big auto leasing concern. 

The documents outlining the 
government's case were disclosed 
after a federal judge turned down 
a plea by GM and Ford that they 
be kept secret to avoid embar- 
rassment to top auto industry 
officials and pretrial publicity. 

The two big auto companies 
had denounced the government’s 
“bill of particulars” as filled with 
a “galaxy of surmises, conjectures, 
distortions and conclusions . . .

United States has been running 
huge trade deficits. 

They also stressed that the 
deficit cannot be reversed 
through restrictive trade legisla- 
tion again before Congress, *ut 
by greater efforts. 

Know-How the Key 

"Johnson & Johnson and other 
big companies are not successful 
exporters because they are big, 
but because they have know- 
hov ," Mr. Hofmann said. "We 
are going to give the s m aller 
firms some of our know-how. 
and we are going to stick with 
them until they are part of the 
export world too.” 

The program's first workshop 
will begin at the World Trade 
Institute on March 20 and 21 
and will deal with sales forecasts 
for key foreign markets.

negotiations with the United 
Auto Workers. As a result, these 
disclosures could have repercus- 
sions beyond the current price- 
fixing case. 

Among the newly disclosed 
contentions of the government 
are that: 

• Co-conspirators in the price- 
fixing scheme included Richard 
Gerstenberg, GM cbairpian, 
Henry y*xrd 2d. Ford chairman, 
Lynn Town/end. Chrysler chair- 
man, James Roche, former GM 
chairman, Edward N. Cole, GM 
president, Lee lacocca. Ford 
president, and John Riccardo. 
Chrysler president. 

• "Summit" meetings of top- 
most GM. Ford and Chrysler 
executives took place several 
times in 1969 and 1970. 

O "Foothill meetings" took 
place among lesser bosses to 
prepare for the “summit.” The 
purpose of both types of meet- 
ings was to "discuss future 
negotiations for labor contracts,'* 
and to try to work out "mutual 
assistance pacts." "An exchange 
of confidential cost Information 
among GM. Ford and Chrysler” 
also allegedly took place at the 
meetings. 

The government contends 
that such ‘foothill’’ and "sum- 
mit" meetings (the terms used 
by the auto makers themselves) 
and other high-level contacts 
provided numerous opportunities 
for direct discussion by GM and 
Ford eliminating the fleet dis- 
counts. However, the govern- 
ment does not contend it can 
“specify" that such discussions 
actually occurred. 

It says that less than 10 days 
before Ford and GM eliminated 
their special discounts to fleets, 
and thus eased the financial pres- 
sure on Chrysler. Mr. Townsend 
of Chrysler told Mr. Roche and 
Mr. Ford at one of the "summit 
meetings' 1 that Chrysler could 
not porticipate in "mutual as- 
sistance parts" because of Its 
weakened financial condition. 
That meeting allegedly occurred 
May 12. 197C. 

Under a mutual assistance pact, 
companies in an industry share 
the cost of strike losses when 
a union strikes one company to 
achieve a pattern contract. Mutu- 
al assistance nlans have been 
repeatedly studied by the Big 
Three auto makers, but they have 
never acknowledged that such 
plans have ever been put into 
effect. During late 1970. GM was 
struck for 67 days over national 
contract issues. 

Numerous other co-conspira- 
tors were involved In the alleged 
price-fixing scheme, the govern- 
ment charged. These included 
Peterson. Howell & Heather Inc., 
the biggest leasing company. 
Zollie Frank, a major Chevrolet 
dealer in Chicago, and numerous 
lower-ranking officials of the 
auto companies. 

Mr. Frank Is alleged to have 
visited the presidents and other 
executives of both GM and FVird 
and to have acted as “inter- 
mediary” to facilitat' a cutback 
in Price concessions. 

Budget Rent-A-Car. National 
Car Rental. Hertz and Avis also 
figured in the exchange of 
Information, the government 
claimed.

It was not altogether surprising 
then that President Nison had 
to go to the California White 
House at San Clemente for the 
devaluation of the dollar.

Upon learning that Camp David 
was going the way of the farm 
subsidy and rural electrification 
loans, the President summoned his 
staff.

“The Florida White House has 
been scheduled for curtailment 
and eventual abolition," H. R.

This left the President with no 
alternative except to go to the 
California White House to de- 
value the dollar since he natural- 
ly did not want to have the

devaluation associated with cur- 
tailment eventual abolition. 

Doing it at the Washington 
White House was out of the ques- 
tion because such odd things 
happen there nowadays that it 
is hard for him to concentrate 
on business. 

The day after the inauguration, 
for example, the chandeliers in 
the East Boom were found to be 
flush up against the ceiling be- 
cause the chains on which they 
hang hod been sharply curtailed. 
A few days later at a dinner for 
16 in the State Dining Room, 
Mrs. Nixon discovered that there 
were only enough plates for 12. 

Later, when the President sat 
down to sign the decree that 
Henry Kissinger would have to 
go to Asia without a single news- 
paperman to report the trip, he 
found that the White House ink 
supply had been abolished. He 
had to sign the decree with milk. 
“Its official, all right, Henry," 
he told Kissinger. ‘Tf you just 
hold the paper over a candle 
flame, the signature will be dis- 
cernible.” 

* * • 

Candles at the White House, 
however, had been cut. and Kis- 
singer suffered a second-degree 
burn on his right negotiating- 
finger from holding the paper 
too close to a short candle. 

When Kissinger came to the 
oval office to complain, the Pres- 
ident gasped. “Forgive me, 
Henry." he said. "I was expect- 
ing a much taller man." 

later, in conference with his 
domestic-affairs staff, the Presi- 
dent demanded to know who had 
taken It on himself to cut back 
Kissinger. Moreover, he was 
angry about the candle reduction 
which, he said, had resulted in 
Kissinger’s receiving a second- 
degree burn. 

*Tt won't happen again, Mr. 
President." said Ehrlichman. 
“Second-degree burns have been 
dropped from the budget for this 
particular White House." 

In fact, said Haldeman, there 
was little reason for not elimi- 
nating- this particular White 
House-— it was the Washington 
one — altogether, since it received 
very little use by the President, 
who could readily be phased out 
anyhow after curtailment of Con- 
gress had been completed. 

The flight to San Clemente 
must have seemed a sweet relief 
from the growing danger — at 
least until the President discover- 
ed that his plane would not fly 
higher than 300 feet above ground 
level. In California, after re- 
scinding cuts which had been or- 
dered in allowance payments for 
disabled Vietnam War veterans, 
the President issued an order to 
his family to remove him instant- 
ly to a hideout unknown to any- 
one if he should suddenly appear 
to be lasing weight or height.

Honoring Moliere 
300 Years Later 


By Thomas Quinn Curtiss 

T>ARIS LLttxi. — On the afternoon of Feb. 

17, 1673. Molifire played for the last 
time, impersonating the ridiculous hypo- 
chondriac in the fourth performance of 
his last play, "Le Iniaginaire." on 

the boards of the Theatre du Palais-Royal. 

His acting, observers recorded, showed 
no falling off in subtlety or humor, but to 
those who anxiously watched from the 
side of the stage. It was evident that the 
exertion told heavily upon him. As the 
final interlude, in which Argan takes his 
oath as a new doctor, sweating to adhere 
to the remedies approved by antiquity and 
to ignore modern discoveries, dosed, Mo- 
liere was seized with a convulsion. He tried 
to disguise it by forcing a laugh, but its 
ring was so harsh that many In the 
audience shivered. 

After the curtain fell the dying comedi- 
an was carried, in a sedan chair to his 
house in the Rue Richelieu. Two priests 
summoned declined to attend him and a 
third who grudgingly consented arrived 
too late to administer the last rites. Actors 
were not entitled to extreme unction un- 
less they formally renounced the theater. 
Moli&re was spared this humiliation but 
the curt of St. Eustache refused permission 
for religious burial. His widow, after her 
appeal to the archbishop of Paris was re- 
jected. threw herself at the feet of the 
king. Permission was finally granted for a 
Christian burial on the condition that the 
ceremony take place without pomp and 
during the night. There seems to be some 
doubt as to whether the body was actual- 
ly interred In consecrated ground and 
whether the remains transported to the 
Pantheon during the French Revolution 
were really Molieres. 

Productions 


The tricentenary of Lfoliere’s death is 
being honored with pomp and ceremony 
by day as well as by night and abroad as 
well as at home. The state-subsidized 
Maisans de la Culture across France are 
specializing in Moliere productions this 
year and there Is a television serial on 
Moliere with Jean-Pierre Darras as the 


playwright with Caroline Cellier as 
Madeleine Bljart. 

Of the 16 plays In the repertory of the 
Comddie-Francaise. 12 are by Mcrii&re this 
season and in addition there is “La Troupe 
du Roy,” a spectacle by Paul-Emile Delber 
which draws on the diary of La Grange, 
a fellow actor of Moligre, chronicling the 
events of the dramatist’s career from the 
establishment of his company in Paris in 
1656 until his death. It is accompanied by 
music by Lulll and Charpentier and all 
members of the House of Moliere partici- 
pate in its performance with Deiber taking 
the role of Moliere and Jacques TOja play- 
ing La Grange. Scenes from the great 
plays have been incorporated in its text. 
It was Maurice Escande, the doyen 'of the 
Comedie-Francaise who died last week, 
who proposed such a review. 

The Ccmedie-Fraonaise ail] visit the 
Soviet Union and England soon. On Feb. 
28. a company of its players leaves for 
Moscow and Leningrad to perform three 
Moliere pla ys — ‘ Tartuff e ," “Le Malade 
Imaginaire" and “Le Medecin Volant." On 
April 18 it will begin a London season, its 
repertory there composed of "Le Malade 
im&gtnaire." "Le Medecin Volant" and as 
a salute to British drama. "Richard ILL" 


A Medal 


The French mint is striking a medal to 
commemorate the 300th anniversary of 
Moliere’s death which will be available in 
gold, silver and bronze. Hie publishing 
house Editions Minkoff is reissuing in de- 
luxe editions the complete works of Mo- 
liere and the diary “Registre de La Grange" 
in his own hand. A campaign has been 
inaugurated to rename the Place du Thea- 
tre FrajK&i s the Place Molidre and to 
rename the MStro station Palais-Royal 
"Moliere." 

Of all Moiiere’s plays, the most popular 
over the last 300 years has been "L'Avare," 
according to Pierre Dux, general admin- 
istrator of the Comedie-Frangaise and him- 
self a distinguished actor. It has been the 
most frequently revived play of the master 
in France, having been played 2,162 
times at the Comedie-Francaise alone.

Contemporaries ' 

“Aside from 'Amphitryon,’ he wrote only 
of his contemporaries." Mr. Dux said. “He 
drew them so vividly that they are our 
contemporaries." . 

While critics everywhere have been 
abundant in their praise, the dramatists 
of all countries have paid the sincere flat- 
tery of imitation. In France. Regnard and 
Marivaux and Beaumarchais- all derive 
from Moliere. and Augier, Labiche and the 
playwrights of the boulevard follow, in his. 
footsteps. In England, be was imitated by ‘ 
Dryden when he was still alive. Wycher- 
ley’s "Country Wife" is a paraphrase of. 
"LEcole .des Femmes” and "L'Ecole des 
Maris” and his “Plain Dealer" is a version 
of "Le Misanthrope.” Congreve, Farquhar, 
Goldsmith. Sheridan, Wilde and Shaw 
were his pupils and he was the model for 
Holberg in the North and for Goldoni in 
the South. 

There are more plays about Moliere than 
about any other theatrical figure. Rovetta 
in "Moliere E Sua Moglie “ Philip Moeller 
in “Moliere.” the Russian Bulgakov in his 
“Moliere,” Anouilh in “La Petite Moliere," 
Roussin In "Jean-Baptiste. le MkVAimd” 
and Dcnnay in “Le Menage de Moliere" 
have sought to transform various incidents 
of his life into living drama. 

The dramatic biography of such a com- 
plex genius still awaits a master hand: 
His education by the Jesuits at the College 
de Clermont where the Prince of Conti, 
Cyrano de Bergerac, Benier and ChapeUe 
were his schoolmates; his break with his 
father, when he turned strolling player; 
his abandoning of his name, Jean-Baptlste 
Poquelin, for the pseudonym Moliere; the 
resentment his mockery of the Hotel de 
RambouOIet bluestocking in "Les Precieuses 
Ridicules” evoked; the rage of the bigots 
over his “Don Juan” and Tartuffe"; the 
intrigues against him in the theater and 
at court; his unhappy marriage; the em- 
barrassment of the medical profession over 
his “Le Malad e imaginaire" and "Le Me- 
decin Malgrt Lai": his death on the night 
he played a hypochondriac.

NCAA to Make Revisions 
For Athletes as Scholars 

By Gordon S. White Jr. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 18 CNYT). — 
The National Collegiate Athletic 
Association has revised its con- 
troversial academic requirement 
' for athletes so that a boy must 
now achieve a high school grade 
average of 2.0 (based an 4.0 as 
perfect) to be eligible for inter- 
collegiate competition and an 
athletic scholarship at an 'NCAA 
institution. This 2.0 grade is 
equal to a 70 or C mark at most 
iTigVi schools. 

The NCAA also limited the 
number of football scholarships at 
a college to 105 and the number 
of basketball scholarships to 18. 
Thai the members voted at their 
annual convention that ' all ath- 
letic scholarships be awarded for 
only one year at a time. 

The members also turned down 
an attempt to award such athletic 
scholarships on a basis of the 
financial need of the student ath- 
lete. This need was intended to 
apply only to tuition at a college 
and not to room and board also. 

At the beginning of the session 
in the Palmer House the mem- 
bers voted 204-187 to eliminate 
their seven-year-old Id academic 
requirement rule. Under that 
regulation students had to predict 
through an established method 
of testing that they could do 1.6 
or C minus classroom work at 
college before receiving an ath- 
letic scholarship or becoming 

eligible to participate to varsity 

sports. 

A number of colleges have been 
penalized for violation of the 1.6 
rule over the last seven years, in- 
cluding Centenary College of 
Louisiana, which was placed on 
indefinite probation for such an

TyOSCOW CNYT).— The So- 

Tl -viet Union has announced 
that it has begun the first 
national count of its sable popu- 
lation. The hghly valued animal 
represents one of toe country’s 
most important natural re- 
sources. 

The census, which Is expect- 
ed to take two years, was 
ordered after wildlife special- 
ists had warned that increas- 
ing poaching and illegal mar- 
keting of the prized dark brown 
skins were once again en- 
dangering the species to toe 
Soviet Union. 

The census project is also 
reportedly designed to suggest 
measures, for increasing the 
available stock. 

A program of conservation 
and an outright Soviet ban on 
sable- trapping beginning to toe 
mid-thirties brought toe popu- 
lation of the animal to 1961 
to toe level of toe best years 
in the nth century, . toe hey- 
day of toe fur trade. 

However, toe use of modern 


transportation and an expand- 
ing human population to Si- 
beria, t he habitat o t the sable, 
are said to have reduced toe 
numbers to a critical level to 
some areas. 

Sable, a Siberian rodent 
roughly the size of a cat, is 
said to account for about one- 
tenth of the value of Russian 
furs, all of which are export- 
ed and represent one ot toe 
Soviet Union’s steadiest foreign- 
exchange earners. In recent 
years toe country has been ex- 
porting g55 raiiliinn hi furs a 
year. 

The more expensive varieties 
such as mink and sable are 
virtually unavailable to Soviet 
citizens to government-run re- 
tail stores. Some furs axe 
available in second-hand shops, 
the so-called commission stores, 
and the other day one estab- 
lishment to central Moscow 
had Persian lamb, sealskin a-rfl 
muskrat Items on display. 

A saleswoman, when asked 
about sable, handed over a 
small piece suitable as a collar 
and carrying a price tag of 


60 rubles ($73). as a customer 
Inspected the somewhat seedy- 
Inriking fur, a myn sidled up 
and whispered, "Looking for a 
nice blue mink, cheap!" 

The black marketeer, who ap- 
peared to be loitering around 
the store looking for customers, 
represented the sales end of a 
nationwide underground oper- 
ation that moves gfcfng from 
Siberian hunters to toe con- 
sumer. 

The magnitude of *>»» op- 
eration was suggest e d last year 
by a wildlife expert writing in 
Fravda, toe authoritative na- 
tional dally. v. Timofeyev, 
who is on toe staff of a wild- 
life research institute in toe 
Siberian city of Irkutsk, at- 
tributed toe Increase in illegal 
fur business to abandonment 
of a strict licensing system that 
existed in toe 1950s. 

Instead tbe authorities have 
sought to prevent excessive 
hunting by placing a limit on 
tbe number of skins that may 
be purchased by government 
fur-buying agents within a 
year.

... Australia Moves to Protect Kangaroos

° Au stralia has announced a 
ban on toe export of kangaroo 
hides and meat, to take effect 
April L 

The action, closely following 
a similar prohibition on the ex- 
port of crocodile hides, had 
long been urged by conserva- 
tionists, to curb what the gov- 
ernment called “indiscriminate 
kill in g* 1 of kangaroos. 

Friends of toe kangaroo, 
which Is found only to Austra- 
lia, say that the present rate 
of slaughter, if continued, will 
eventually threaten Its survival. 

However, while toe conserva- 
tionists have been receiving 
worldwide support, many Aus- 
tralian sheep-raisers have ar- 
gued that it would not take 
much letup to the shooting for 
the kangaroo to become an ex- 
pensive pest in grazing areas. 

The summary curtailment of 
kangaroo exploitation is one of 
many long-awaited reforms in- 
stituted by toe Labor party gov- 
ernment of prime Minister 


Gough Whltlam, lh office Just 
more than a month. Its electoral 
victory unseated the conserva- 
tive coalition that had ruled for 
33 years with the support of 
the grazing Interests. 


Tbe new government, agree- 
ing that some “culling 1 ’ is nec- 
essary to keep a balance be- 
tween kangaroos and sheep on 
the sparse grazing lands, has 
decided to allow domestic man- 
ufacturers — buL not foreigners 
—to continue to can kangaroo 
meat, sold mostly as pet food, 
and to use toe fur in various 
ways. 

Consequently, there is un- 
likely to be any shortage nr rhe 
stuffed kangaroo-fur koalas, a 
favorite souvenir of visitors 
to Australia, although some 
manufacturers, mindful of con- 
servationist sentiment, are 
making toe outside of synthetic 
plush now. 

Under tbe new regulation it 
will still be permissible to ex- 
port coats, toys and other kan- 
garoo-fur items manufactured 
in Australia. 


Such use of the fur, and the 
canning of meat from the 
“culled” kangaroos, is ‘'sen- 
sible,'' said Sen. Lionel Murphy, 
the attorney general and min- 
ister of customs and excise, In 
announcing the ban on exports. 


The action is expected to af- 
fect principally American im- 
porters, who buy about one mil- 
lion skins a year, according to 
official figures, and 75 percent 
of toe canned meat The trade 
Is said to bring Australia about 
$4 million annually in foreign 
exchange. 


The one aspect of the ques- 
tion on which everyone seems 
to agree is that no one knows 
how many min inns of kangaroos 
there are, even approximately. 
“Kangaroos are among toe 
most difficult of animal* to 
count from the air, because 
they don't move in herds.” an 
official of the National Parks 
and Wildlife Service said yes- 
terday. 


An aerial census in New South 
Wales In 1960 produced an esti- 
mate of 10 mfiHrwi kangaroos In 


that state. There has been a 
hunting ban in the state far 
the last two years and to one 
area recently aerially surveyed 
there was a "sharp increase” In 
kangaroos, a wildlife official 
said. 

Examination of stomach con- 
tents and droppings has - dis- 
proved the belief that kanga- 
roos normally compete with 
sheep far food, according to an 
official of toe wildlife division 
of toe Commonwealth Scien- 
tific and Industrial Organiza- 
tion, a government research 
unit. 

Buf they do compete in times 
of drought, toe official said, 
which is when the competition 
counts for the sheep-raiser. 

A drought is now affecting a 
third of the country. 

Nevertheless, with about 1.75 
million kangaroos being killed 
for commercial purposes every 
year now. public sentiment in 
the cities seems to be clearly on 
the side of the conservationists. 
A picture of a kangaroo Is part 
of the Australian national coat 
of arms.
